Questions 
will also be designed to test knowledge of current events and 
of such matters of every day observations and experience 
in their scientific aspect as may be expected of an educated 
person. The test will also include questions iclaling to 
India and its neighbouring countries especially pertaining to 
History, culture, geography, economic scene, general polity 
and scientific research. 

(b) Comprehension and writing ability of English Langua¬ 
ge-Questions will be designed to test the candidates under- 
s*nnding and knowledge of English language, vocabulary, 
spellings, gr'.ammer, sentence structure, synonyms, antonyms 
sentence completion, phrases and idiomatic use of words, 
etc. There will be questions on comprehension of a pas¬ 
sage. 

Paper IT—Noting and Drafting and Office Procedure.— 
The paper on Noting and Drafting and Office Procedure will 
he de.signed to test the candidates’ knowledge of Office 
Procedure in the Secretariat and Attached Offices and gene¬ 
rally their ability to write and understand notes and draffs. 

Candidates belonging to Central Secretariat Clerical Ser¬ 
vice/Department of Tourism (Headquarters Estt.), Central 
Vigilance Commission and Ministry of Parliamentary Affairs 
arc required to study the Manual of Office Procedure, Notes 
on Office Procedure issued by the Institute of Secretariat 
Tiaining and Management and the Rules of Procedure and 
Conduct of Business in the Lok Sabha and the Raiya Sabha 
and (he Hand Book of Orders issued by the Ministry of 
Home Affairs regarding use of Hindi for Ofllci,al piirpose.s of 
the Union for this purpose.
